Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  ending 

31st  December,  1947. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Camelford  Rural  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Public  Health  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1947,  as  per  instructions  set  out  in  Circular  170/47,  England,  M.O.H.  31/12/47. 

Social  Conditions  and  General  Characteristics. 

The  latter  half  of  1947  was  an  anxious  time  for  many  Districts  because  Infantile 
Paralysis  was  spreading  throughout  the  Country.  In  spite  of  a considerable  influx  of  visitors  during 
the  Summer  this  district  remained  free  of  any  known  cases  of  this  sometimes  serious  disease. 

A slight  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  epidemic  developed  towards  the  latter  end  of  the 
year,  but  caused  little  trouble. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation  proceeded  satisfactorily,  about  80%  of  the  child  population 
remaining  immunised.

Housing. 


This  District,  like  others,  has  suffered  from  the  shortage  of  houses ; but  much  progress 
has  been  made,  although  there  is  still  much  more  to  be  done. 

Since  the  last  report  was  published,  ten  houses  have  been  built  and  let  at  Delabole,  with 
two  more  nearing  completion  ; eight  houses  built  and  let  at  Camelford  and  negotiations  pending  for 
further  contracts ; eight  houses  built  and  let  at  St.  Breward  and  contracts  in  hand  for  further  houses ; 
and  houses  well  under  hand  at  Boscastle  and  Advent. 

The  above  record  shows  that  at  last  progress  is  being  made,  but  much  more  remains  to 
be  done,  as  the  report  on  the  Housing  Survey  shows.

Wafer  Supplies. 

Analyses,  bacteriological  and  chemical,  were  made  of  all  the  main  supplies,  viz  ; 

Camelford,  St.  Breward,  Boscastle  and  The  North  Cornwall  Joint  Water  Board. 
The  reports  on  each  are  as  follows:  “The  purity  continues  satisfactory” 


There  is  still  the  question  of  the  small  hamlets.  These  are  badly  in  need  of  water  and 


drainage. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

This  has  been  repeatedly  reported  upon  in  the  past,  but  I am  happy  to  report  that  as 
this  report  goes  to  print,  schemes  are  in  hand  for  Boscastle,  Tintagel,  Delabole  and  St.  Teath.  The 
contracts  have  been  let  for  Boscastle  and  Tintagel,  and  work  has  commenced  at  Tintagel. 

It  is  hoped  that  before  the  publication  of  another  report,  all  these  schemes  will  be 
well  under  way.
